3) The prior art documents discussed were Taylor et 
al. 1999 Drug Disc Today, 4 { 12 ): 562-567 (Taylor) and 
Abstract of Japanese Patent Publication 061721B6 (Toyama). 

4} As stated in the Examiner's Interview Summary 
record, the principal proposed amendment of claim 1 
discussed was whether claim 1 should incorporate the ACAT-1 
sequence identified ^^SEQ ID NO: 3" to clarify the claim 
language . 

5] The principal arguments presented to the Examiner 
were whether Taylor supported a reasonable expectation of 
success in making inhibitory oligos, and the argument is 
clarified in the Amendment dated October 14, 2004. Also 
discussed was the question of whether Taylor was peer- 
reviewed, which is also clarified in more detail in the 
Amendment, Also discussed was whether Toyama must be 
translated or whether the English translation of the 
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abstract was sufficient. This argument is further expanded 
in the Amendment. 

6) No other pertinent natters were discussed. 

7) As indicated on the Interview Summary, agreement 
with respect to the claims was not reached.
